ill Treated,even more than I can heartily fuppofe 
they have been ; Iadmit all the hard words they 
give the Emperor of Germany and the Jefuits ; all 
cheBlood andRapineCommitted,or pretended to 
be Committed, upon the poor Proteftants of that 
Diftraéted Kingdom ; and all this, whether true 
or no, I Grant, to avoid the trouble of the Ar- 
eeThis may perhaps make it jaftifiabie for 
them to Depofe the Kjng of Hungaria, but it 
cannot make out a Reafon, why they fhould de- 
pofe the Emperor of Germany ; {uppofe Male Ad- 
miniftration does qualify People for the Difci- 
plining their Governours, depofing their Princes, 
and the like; it does not at the fame time 
furnifh them witha Title to Invade their Neigh- 
bours; it may lead them to difmifs Tyrants, but 
not to meddle with any Tyrants bur their own ; 
Infurreétions of People may be tor the Re- 
covery Or mares Liberty, never for the 
i F Conquefts ———~ 
eariiey seocees to Conquefts and Invafions, 
there is certainly fomething elfe in their Delign 
than the Recovery of their Liberty, and the 
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fettling Religion: The Grievances of the Aun- 
&érians can give them no Title to Ravage Moe- 
ravia, Plunder and Deftroy Auftria. 

They have not Declared War againft the Em- 
pire,no, nor againft theEmperor,as fuch; to make 
Depredations therefore, upon the Hereditary 
Countries, does no way Comport withthe Terms 
of their own Declaration, wherein Prince Ra~ 
Zockfi tells the World, they take up Arms for the 
Defence of their Religion and Liberties. De- 
fenfive Arms cannot be fuppofed to Invade and 
Ravage their Neighbours. 

If we were to confider the Hungarians as a 
Nation at War with the Emperor, then indeed 
we might allow them to pufh him to all the ex- 
treams poffible; but then we muft at the fame 
time allow them to be Confederates of France, 
and Enemies to the Grand Allyance ; we muft 
call.them Our Enemies, and muft concert Meas 
fures to endeavour their Reduétion. 

But in the prefent Circumftance, Iam willing 
to look upon them as the Oppofer does, and call 
“em anOprefs'd People,a Perfecuted, Injured Na- 
tion, who fore’d by innumerable and intolerable 
Impofitions and Oppreffions, have taken Arms 
to recover their Liberties. 

As they are fuch, they cannot pretend to de- 
mand any thing but what is in Order to reftore 
their Liberty,if they do, they ceafe from the firft 
Pretenfion, and appear to us in another Capa- 


city. 
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If the Annzarisns fought meerly to ruin the 
Houle of Auffriz, they muft be our Enemies, 
becaufe they Attack our Ally and Confederate, 
the Emperor; but all the Depredations they 
make by force, out of the Limits of their own 
Country, and all the Demands they make by 
Treaty, other than is their Right, either by 
Nature , or Conttitution of their Country, are 
all Excentrick and Foreign to the Pretences they 
make of Reiigion and Liberty. 

Tis theretore neceffary to diftinguifh be- 
tween the Aungarians taking Arms for their 
Religion and Liberty, and the fame .Yungari- 
ans pufhing their Defigns farther, to Articles 
which have no Relation, either to Religion or 
Liberty. 

As the former, we not only are bound to 
think well of them, with well to them, and affitt 
them, but ker. Majefty and the States of Holand 
have done it; they have offered them their Affi{t- 
ance in the beft and propereft manner, both for 
themfelves and for us. 

You have offer’d them A fiiftance ! fays a Wile 
Objeftor, what! you have offered to be Gua- 
rantee of a Treaty; but what's that to the pur- 
pole ? tis other fort of help they want. 

This comes direétly to the point; ‘Tis 
true, we do not Afh{t them to Ruin the Em- 
peror, ‘tis for the French and the Duke of Be- 
varia to do that; “tis the bufinefs of the Con- 
federates, as Friends tu both, to bring al} Mat- 
ters toa fair adjuftment ; to obtain Peace for the 
Emperor ; Liberty and Religion far the Prote- 
Scants of Hungaria; if they are not content with 
it, ‘tis a fign they aim at fomething more than 
what they pretend, and I cannot help faying 
1 am afraid it will appear fo. 


If the Confederates by their Influence upon 
the Imperial Couacils, can bring the Emperor 


to hearken to Reatua, and Gract his Mungariane 


Subjedts fuch a Peace, as “tis realuaable they ‘ 


fhould be contented with ; and the Cuntederates 


offer their Guarantee to fecure what ticy fo — 
obtain ; ] amcontent to appea! to allthe Would, 


whether they do nor do as much for them as 
they ought to ask 3 and whether the Refuial is 
not a Scandal upon the Sincerity of their real 
Intentions 7 

If the Safety of the Empire iscct, as things 
now ftand, the Security of the whcie Confedee 
racy; if the Empire be not at this time the 
Bulwark of the Grand Aliyance, why then has 
the Duke of Atur/£cxough March’d ‘o many hun- 
dred Miles to the tanks of the Danube? Why 
have we made fo many Panegyricks and Encoe 
miums on the Zeal and Generohty of Her Mae 
jefty,and Aer Forwardnefs in theCommonCaufe, 
and in faving the Empire from the I:r pending 
Ruine? Can this connft with fending Troops, 
Arms or Money to the Aungarians? As 
Mediators we may Serve and Befriend them, 
but as to War and Fighting, we muft be againft 
them, or ele we draw the Englifhb Sword a- 
gainft the Proteftant Religion, and fight againft 
our felves; every Gun fired by onr Afhfting 
the Hungarians againft the Iimperialilts in Hun- 
&4ria,is direttly fir'd at the Duke of Marlborcugh, 
and the Englif) Army.on the Rbine 3 can we 
fend one Army to fave the Emperor, and another 
to Pull him down? This would be fuch pre- 
pofterous doings, that no Nation inthe World 
could jaftife ir; and the Exglifh Councils mutt 
be the very Emblems of Confuficn, whenever 
they aét in fuch a Ridiculous Manner as this.
